' DRGWNED N FLOOD

Mrs Frank MeCabe and Two Yesr Old
Baby Boy Are SBwept Away
When High Water Visits

Mrs. Frank McCabe and her two
yvear old baby boy were drowned in
the flood which kit MeDonald canyon
last Saturday afternoon about 4
o'clock. Two mien and three other
ehildren narrowly escaped with their
Hves.

The cloudburst broke alout 4 o'-
clock in the evening just above the
McCabe place. At the time Mra.
MeCabe her children and the two hir-
e men were in the house, Dark
elouds had been threatening, and ae-
cording to Tom Gill, ong of the hired
men, they had kept a close lookout
for water. However, the wall of
wuter, which was about twelve feet
high, came so suddenly down the can-
von that it was only a few feet away
when discovered.

Gill sounded the alarm and grabb-
ed one of the children, running out
of the house for higher ground., He
gtated that the water was up around
his neck before he f(nally got out.
The oldest children ran on ahead and
Mrs. McCUabe was carrying the buby.
Alter getting the child he was carry-
ing to safety, he turned to help Mrs.
MeCabe, but she and the bLaby had
disappeared.

The body of Mrs, MeCabe was later
found about four miles below the
ranch and that of the baby was re-
coverad six or seven miles below. Mrs.
MeCabe was 33 vears of sge and bad
Hved in this country about 14 vears.

At the time of the flood Mr. Me-
Cabe was in this city attending the
funeral of Matt Riley,

The faneral service was held in
this city on Wednesday aflternpon
from the Catholic church, A large
number of friends from over the en-
tire county were preésent to pay their
last respects to the departed and to
cheer and comfort the heart broken
family in their sad hour.
